Washington, February 21.—(Special.)—Cap- 
tain Shelby has won the circuit judgeship. 
His nomination was sent to the senate this 
afternoon. He wins because, in the opinion 
of the president, Atlanta has already a cir- 
cuit judge, fn the person of Judge Pardee, 
whose legal residence there is established. 

Had it not been for this Colonel John T. 
Glenn would certainly have been appointed. 
As it is, his friends feel that he should have 
been chosen, because the Pardee residence 
is purely technical, and that he has never 
been regarded an Atlanta man; but there 
is nothing that can be done about the mat- 
ter. ' : 

There has been some talk about a contest 
against the confirmation of Captain Shelby, 
but this is not at all likely. 

It is a peculiar coincidence that once be- 
fore an Atlanta man would have been ap- 
pointed circuit judge and Judge Pardee de- 
feated him, the president holding that the 
appointment should go to New Orleans. 
Judge Pardee was therefore selected instead 
of Judge Erskine. Now another Atlanta 
man loses his chance because of Judge Par- 
dee’s change of residence.

pended upon to hold Speer down by trying 
his most {mportant district cases and the 
like. 

Speer’s Characteristic Calmness. 

Whether true or not the report of these 
vigorous expressions filled the atmosphere 
here, and very promptly drifted to the ears 
of Judgé Speer, who was holding court in 
Georgia. It was said that he proceeded with 
characteristic calmness to cut the guide 
lines between himself and Colonel Glenn, 
and the next thing noticed was that some 
of the officials of Judge Speer’s court had 

tramsferred their indorsement to Judge 
Shelby, of Alabama.

THAWS OUT FROZEN WATER PIPE 


Wisconsin University Man Gives the 
Plumber a Black Eye. 

Madison, Wis., February 21.—Professor | 
R. W. Wood, instructor of physics in the 
University of Wisconsin, has originated the 
idea of thawing out frozen water pipes 
with electricity and made two successful 
experiments. He takes the electric current 
used for street lighting purposes, attaches 
one wire to the frozen pipe inside the cel- 
far of one house, and the other wire to 
a similar pipe in the adjoining or any other 
house, thus completing the circuit. 

A current of about fifty volts is then turn- 
ed on, heating the pipes and melting ‘the 
ice within. Professor Wood's plan has been 
successfully worked at the residence of 
former Senator W. F. Vilas and Alderman 
C. M. Brown. 

At the Vilas home 150 feet of frozen lead 
pipe was thawed ont in eighteen minutes. 

Professor Wood uses a “transformer” 
to reduce the voltage so that the current 
will not melt :the pipes. There are over 400 
frozen pipes in Madison, and the work of 
thawing them out with electricity will begin 
in earnest tomorrow.

MORGUE FULL OF DEAD BODIES. 


Colony of Grave Diggers Maintained 
by New York Have Been Idle. 
New York, February 21.—Packed away, 


each in a refrigerator cell, amid tons .of 
ice, there were in the morgue until today 
170 bodies of the city’s unknown and home- 
jess dead, the largest number ever gathéred 
there since the present morgue was built. 
The city burying ground on Harts island 
was hemmed in by ice and could not be ap- 
proached by the steamers of the charity de- 


partment. 

The city supports on Harts island a col- 
ony of forty men, whose duty it is to dig 
the graves in potter’s field. These men for 
ten days have been without occupation. 

On Sunday the big steam lighter Colum- 
bia was fixed up for a rush through the 
ice. One hundred and sixty-one bodies were 
loaded on her and she steamed up to Harts 
island, but in spite of all the captain could 
do, he was not able to force a passage un- 
til yesterday, when he reached Harts island 
after a hard battle with the ice.

TOBACCO MEN SUE FOR DAMAGES 


Assert That Retroactive Clause in War 
Tariff Is Illegal. 

Richmond, Va., February 21.—The tobac- 
co manufacturers and dealers of Richmond 
have set on foot a movement in conjunc- 
tion with similar interests elsewhere to in- 
stitute suit against the -United States gov- 
ernment to recover the amount of tax yaid 
on tobacco under the retroactive clause cf 
the war tariff act. 

They claim that the collection of the 
additional tax on tobacco that had alrcady 
been stamped was unconstitutional, in that 
the law was in the nature of an ex post 
facto law. The amount involved i¢ about 
$800,000. Able counsel has been employed, 
and the suit will be brought in the name 
of Mr. James D. Patton, of this city.

The committees on packing houses, hotels 
and boarding houses, wholesale dry goods 


stores, city officials and sanitariums and 


committees on corporations. wholesale and 
retail Nquor houses, publishers and print- 
ers, and contractors have only reported the 


amounts thus far received; all are still at 


work, and expect to materially increase 
their totals. Of the six corporations allot- 
ed to the committees on corporations, only 
two have been heard from, the Georgia 
Electric Light Company and the Atlanta 
Gaslight Company, each subscribing $200, 
the amount assessed all of the corpora- 
tions. 

The remaining four corporations are cer. 
tain to give $200 apiece, as assessed, and ] 
this added to the amounts of the five com- 
mittees that have not reported at all, will 
swell the total to fully $12,000. 

Mr. Frank Potts, chairman of the com- 
mittee on breweries, wholesale and retail 
liquor houses, said yesterday that he had 
not finished work on his list. His com- 
mittee has already raised $1,056. and only 
a comparatively few of the larger retail 
houses had subscribed. 

The reason that so few of the public ser- 
vice corporations have failed thus far to 
subscribe is not due to any unwillingness 
on their part, but to the fact that in each 
instance the matter has been subject to a 
good deal of red tape at their home offices. 
The matter of donations is not one that 
can be disposed of by the local managers 
of any of the concerns in question. That 
they will all subscribe Mberally in the next 
day or two is certain. 

With the railroads, which came up so 
handsomely yesterday with a total sub- 
scription of $2,000, the case was the same. 

The hotel and boarding houses, which 
will benefit largely by the fair, are also 


sure to eventually send in substantial sub- 
scriptions. 

Taking everything into consideration, the 
large amount already stibecribed, the 
number of committees that have not re- 
ported and the corporations yet to be 
heard from, it is safe to say that the 
grand total will reach fully $12,000 and per- 
haps more In the course of a week. 


Both Fair Committees Appointed. 

Mr. W. J. Northen’s committee was final- 
ly made up yesterday afternoon It consists 
of twenty-five members each, the chairman 
of some special committee, who will ap- 
point two members from the general com- 
mittee to serve with him. In this way 
each member of the general committee, of 
which Mr. Northen is the president, will 
serve on at least five or six subcommit- 
tees.

_ Cienfuegos, Cuba, February 17.—(Special 
Cérrespondence.)—This has been a week of 
remarkable events and enthusiasm for the 
people of this important city. Not in the 
seventy-odd years of its municipal existence 
has it’ been so crowded, so excited and so 
beside itself with effervescent joy. All the 
characteristic phases of the Cuban mind, 
heart; customs and hopes were on dress 
parade or in pyrotechnic demonstration. 

_A few days ago word suddenly came that 
on Tuesday, the 14th, Generalissimo Maximo 
Gomez, in the course of his triumphal tour 
of the province of the west, on observa- 
tions intent,. would make entry into Citen- 
fuegos. The news spread over the city with 
the quickness of a fire in a ginhouse and 
was received with the most picturesque 
gesticulations. The local authorities, so- 
cleties, clubs and citizens at once set all 
their wits and arts to work to accord the

ception. They worked with patriotism and 
personal devotion to spur them on and the 
results were marvelous and brilliant to be- 
hold. 

With their racial love for mystery and 
surprises they kept behind gates and walls 
to the last hour all the preparations for the 
celebration. Those of us who came from 
the states were puzzled at first, seeing no 
signs of decorations, or other public prep- 
arations, and we began to suspect that the 
function would consist, perhaps, of a sol-

tiosity of the common people.

For they have kept steadily 
in view of their countrymen, intoxicated 
with the first draughts from the fountain

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he-appeared at the entrance of the depot 
and was recognised by the eager populace, 
their cheers and exclamations were fairly 
worth calling ‘‘delirious.’’ Few popular 
idols in the world’s history have ever been 
received by their grateful people with stron- 
ger indications of reverence and devotion, 
albeit by larger concourses, The modest 
and dignified old warrior looked upon th: 
frantic, rejoicing multitude with the most 
evident emotion and greeted their cries with 
the tears and smiles of a father. Having 
witnessed popular receptions to exalted 
personages in several jands, to our own 
presidents an@ war heroes, to Queen Vic- 
toria and to Lord Beaconsfield, returning 
from the Berlin congress, in England, and 
to a whole score of crowned heads in Paris 
in 1878, I am yet sure that I never any- 
where witnessed a more pathetic, patriotic 
and almost sacred scene of hero worship 
than I saw here when Gomez met his com- 
patriots of Cienfuegos on Tuesday. 

Maximo Gomez is no ordinary man. He 
does not look like one, and his career 
proves that he is a unique personality. He 
is not a Cuban, but a native of the island 
of Santo Domingo. He projected himself 
into Cuban affairs, became one of the dyna- 
mic forces of the revolution and finally 
made himself the apostle of all Cuban as- 
pirations after liberty. He ig seventy-six 
years of age and still a man of irrepressi- 
ble industry, tremendous energy and pos- 
sessor of a constitution that seems to defy 
time, enemies and the elements. Neverthe- 
less, he is a passing power—the figure of 
yet a few days only; his thin form, his 
white beard, his.preoccupied iooks presage 
a departure, 

Gomez is of middle stature, neither too 
tall nor too low, and his gait shows that he 
has lived much on the back of a horse. 
His skin is swarthy, almost to the color of 
a genuine mulatto, and yet his features 
have in them not a trace of mongrel like- 
ness. They xzre as if molded in bronze 
from the model of a Mohawk Indian, plus 
the flerce mustache and@ aggressive goatee 
of a Georgia cavalryman—such a one as 
Pierce Young or Bob Alston were in their 
martial days, Although his eyes are dim- 
med and must be re-enforced by glasses, 
yet they are the eyes of a war eagie. His 
eyebrows are of the shaggy sort that be- 
speak the man of authority and irretract- 
able command. His nose is brother in form 
and size to that familiar family of noses 
illustrated in the gallery of great men who 
have broken crowns, turned kings out of 
doors, dissolved parliaments, emancipated 
races and created new. governments of a 
more god-like order on the face of the 
earth. His lips are thin and his chin is 
the salient of a jaw that is not built to ever 
cry to an enemy “enough!” His speech 
is slow and low, smooth for the main con- 
versation, but showing breadth of gamut, 
capacity to whisper in terms of shrewdest 
strategy or to thunder in tones that must 
give the bravest pause. Dressed in the 
simplest civilian fashion, his entire vesture 
not worth three ten-dollar gold pieces, he 
yet looked the soldier and leader from 
head to feet. 

Just now he is the ‘“‘Padre de Cuba Libre,” 
as the people ca}l him, much as we speak 
of Washington as ‘the father of his coun- 
try.’” His word, lacking a constitution, is 
the lex nonscripta of Cuban patriots, and 
with it he could move them to any con- 
flict or to any Concession. In the interim

FALSE STATEMENTS MADE TO GAGE 


In the Hoffman House Plans Were 
Laid by Which the Government’s 
Engineer and Contractors 
Picked Up $6,000 
a Day. 


Syracuse, N, Y., February 21.—(Special.)— 
A sensation was created here tonight by 
the publication by The Syracuse Herald of 
a statement by a local millionaire con- 
tractor, sent by him to President McKinley, 
exposing the frauds perpetrated by Cap- 
tain Carter and the Atlantic Contracting 
Company in the Savannah harbor improve- 
ment. 

The informant, who has been closely con- 
nected with John F. Gaynor, Captain Ben- 
jamin DD. Greene, Edward Gaynor and 
others interested in the company, says that 
at a conference, which happened in the 
Hoffman house, New York, Captain Carter 
and the contractors arrived at an agree- 
ment to charge up $2,000 a day to overesti- 
mates for the benefit of the contractors 


and the captain. Subsequently, at other 


conferences, the amount was increased to 
$5,000 and_ $6,000 a day. 

Allegations are made, showing that false 
statements were made to Lyman F. Gage, 
secretary of the treasury, and that the re- 
cipients of the checks displayed them and 
boasted to friends how they had defrauded 
the government. 

It is alleged that E. H. Gaynor was to re- 
ceive $1,000 a month for his share, William 
J. Gaynor: and Captain ‘Carter one-third 
each and John F,. Gaynor and Captain 
Greene . the remaining two-thirds of the 
proceeds. : 

The: machinery. used in the work consisted 
of two or. three highspressure tugs at leagt 
twenty ‘years old and eight or nine barges 
and only thirty or forty men were employ- 
ed on the work. 

The reason alleged for non-action of 
‘President: McKinley in reviewing findings 
of courtmartial in the Carter case are al- 
leged to have been due entirely to the fact 
that Carter’s father-in-law, R. F. Westcott, 
of Orange, N. J., is at the thead of the 
Westcott Express Company, which is close- 
ly allied to the United States Express Com- 
pany, of which Senator T. C. Platt, of this 
state, is president. It is Inferred that the 
latter has used his influence in the matter. 

Informant declares that the beginning 
of the steal was due to prominent politi- 
cians in the combine who, Knowing Carter 
was a disbursing agent of government 
funds to the extent of millions of dollars, 
told him that if he wanted to make an 
honest dollar he could make it with them, 
referring, it is supposed, to the Atlantic 
Contracting Company, of which John F. 
Gaynor and Benjamin F. Greene, were the 


only stockholders.

REFRIGERATED BEEF NOT BAD 


Without Exception Soldiers Condemn Issue 
of Canned Roast Beef, 


WHEELER AND ROOSEVELT 10 TESTIFY

Early Next Week the Court of In- 
quiry Will Move to Chicago and 
Other Meat Centers and In- 
vestigate the Packing 
Houses.

Washington, February 21.—The court of 
inquiry engaged in investigating the beef 
charges preferred by General Miles con- 
tinued today its hearing of testimony bear- 
ing upon the controversy. 

A number of army officers who partici- 
pated in the Santiago campaign were heard. 
Practically without exception, the officers 
condemned the canned roast beef furnished 
as a travel ration, and reviewed complaints 
about it which the men very generally 
made, declaring it unpalatable and wanting 
in nutriment. 

On the other hand, the refrigerated beef 
suffered but little at the hands of today’s 
witnesses, it being generally conceded that 
it was good when delivered from the trans- 
ports, and when it escaped the decomposing 
effect of the tropical sun en route to the 
several commands it was found to be satis- 
factory. General commissary methodg in 
Cuba were inquired into. Difficulty in ipre- 
venting taint before cooking was experi- 
enced generally. 

There was very little in today’s evidence 
pointing to any use of chemicals upon this 
beef. Thé contention of General Miles that 
the army in Cuba and Porto Rico shouid 
have been supplied with herds of eattle, or 
beef on the hoof instead of refrigerated 
beef, was supported by every witness who 
today gave his opinion upon ‘this question. 

A feature of téddy’s examinations was

not been for the special orders calling for 
such reports, but rather would have per- 
mitted the unsatisfactory ration. to pass

A number of officers testified to the 
belief that a very small proportion. of 
sickness in Cuba was due to the beef or 
unwholesdme rations, but. rather to the 
climate. The examination of witnesses will 
continue tomorrow and perhaps all of this 
week in Washington and the testimony 
henceforth is expected to be generally cu- 


mulative. 

Roosevelt and Wheeler To Appear. 

Many officers are to appear, among them 
being General Joe Wheeler and Governor 
Roosevelt. Late this week oF early next 
week the court will leave for’Chicago and 
other western meat centers, where they 
will inspect the packing houses of the 
firms which furnished beef to the army. 
‘A thorough study of the methods em- 
ployed in preparing refrigerated and can- 
ned roast beef will be made and witnesses 
will be examined in,.the different cities. 

Lieutenant -Colonel Charles D. Viel, of 
the First cavalry, another of the regular 
army officers who had been through the 
Shafter campaign, followed with a lIcng 
recital of his experience with canned roast 
beef. 

Witness explained that the beef had a 
“close, musty smell, as though it had been 
shut up in a close room,’ and it turned him 
against the meat, so he took bacon in 
preference. He was in good health at the 
time, but many of his men were sick. 
He said the refrigerator beef at Santiago 
had a yellowish appearance outside that 
he had not eVer noticed in the refrigerated 
beef furnished at Fort Riley, Kansas, 
where he was stationed. When he ate it 
at Santiago he was inclined to nausea.

He heard no complaints 
after landing and knew little of the beef 
question. 

Major General Sumner, of the volunteers, 
who was colonel of the Sixth cavalry at 
the outbreak of the war and commander 
of the brigade of cavalry through the San- 
tiago campaign, testified that complaints 
about roast beef were heard in the lines, 
but no action was taken ‘“‘because,"’ as he 
declared, ‘“‘there was not any use, That 
was all we had and it would not do any 
g00d.”’ 

Refrigerated beef was furnished after “8 
surrender and was good except that much 
of it spoiled before reaching camp, five or 
six hous being required to bring it from 
the depot. 

General Sumner said when he left Tampa, 
his adjutant, Captain Howsee, reported that 
some one had placed on board two quarters 
of beef which he claimed, as the result of 
treatment, would keep in the tropics two 
or three days. The second day it became 
so offensive that it was thrown overboard. 
He did not know who put the beef on board 
or by what authority. 

Captain Howsee has been directed to 
write particulars. 

General Sumner said he attributed none 
of the sickness to defective food. 


GEN. WHEELER’S SEAT VACANT. 


VETERAN DECLARED NOT A MEM- 
BER OF 55TH CONGRESS. 


Argued by Committee That if One 
Congressman Could Leave His 
Seat, All Could Go. 


Washington, February 21.—The report of 
the house judidiary committee on the 
status of General Wheeler and other mem- 
bers of the house holding army commis- 
sions was presented today. 

The essential facts were given at the time 
the committee reached its conclusion to de- 
clare vacant the seats of Representative 
Wheeler and others. 

In addition to this the report gives the 
views of the committee on the questions 
involved. It says that at the present time, 
when patriotic impulses of our people are 
aroused, it may seem unpatriotic to ques- 
tion the course of a member who leaves 
his seat to go upon the fleld of battle. But 
against this there is the plain hanguage of 


, the constitution and the manifest dangers 


that would follow any othé@r course. 

If one general of the army could be taken 
from the senate or the house then the re- 
port argues that with equal right the en- 
tire national legislature could be transform- 
ed into a band of military officials. The in- 
compatibility of serving in congress and in 
the army and the bad public policy involved 
also are dwelt upon. 

It is argued, however, that the constitu- 
tional inhibition does not apply to mem- 
bers holding places on the Hawaiian and 
other commissions. 

In conclusion the report admits a resolu- 
tion declaring that Representatives Whee- 
ler, of Alabama; Robbins, of Pennsylvania; 
Colson, of Kentucky, and Campbell of Illi- 
nois, “vacated their seats’ as representa- 
tives and ceased to be members ofthe house 
on the daté they accepted military offices 


and are not now members of the fifty-fifth 
‘congress of the United States. 


CABINET DISCUSSES MESSAGE. 


Washington Considers the Philippine 


Situation Much Improved. 
Washington, February 21~—The.cabinet at 


its meeting today discussed the ‘message 
receiyed from General Otis, at Manila, and 
reached the conclusion that the situation 
generally in the Philippines was consider- 
ably improved. 

From other sources it is learned that the 
insurgent leaders have admitted that when 
the United States forces are re-enforced 
by the troops now nearing Manila their 
chances of success will be greatly reduced. 
This gives the administration much en- 
couragement and it is generally believed 
that the complete subjugation of the in- 
surgents is a matter of comparatively short 
time. 

It is stated that Genera} Gomez is now 
arranging with General Brooke for the dis- 
tribution of the $3,000,000 which is expected 
will be paid to the Cuban troops within 
a very short time. Members of the asso- 
ciation expressed today the expectation 
that the army reorganization bill would 
pass congress, with or without unimpor- 
tant amendments,

Chattanooga, Tenn., February 21.—(Spe- 
cCial.)—The interest in the senate resolu- 
tion exonerating the Methodist church 
from all blame in the matter of the book 
concern claim is not by any means con- 
fined to the Atlanta Ministers’ Association. 
The fact that the resolution will proba- 
bly come up at Washington this week has 
reopened discussfen of the case in all sec- 

tions, 

Mr. Sam Jones, speaking of the matter 
today, said: 

“If there was any wrong in this matter, 
the Methodist church, as a great religious 
organization, was no more a party to the 
Wrong than was Christ a party to the 
perfidy of Judas Iscariot. I wish it had been 
so that the senate could have included the 
agents of the church as well as the church.” 

“The equivocation of the book agents in 
securing the money,” said Mr. George 
Stuart, “is the only dark spot in it, and I 
believe these agents did what a large ma- 
jority of Christian men would have done 
under similar pressure, with nothing but 
foresight.

Senator from Missourl Says Bill Will Not 
Pass this Session,

Washington, February 21.—Formal dis- 
cussion of the Hull-Hawley army reorgani- 
zation bill was begun in the senate this 
afternoon, . 

Mr. Hawley and Mr. Warren, republicans, 
supported the measure, and Mr. Mitchell 
and Mr. Cockrell, democrats, oppo#ed it, 
when Mr. Proctor, republican, addressed 
the senate in favor of some amendment 
which he had proposed to the bill. All the 
speakers are members of the committee on 
military affairs. 

Mr. Cockreli’s speech, though brief, 
particularly notable, as he spoke definitely 
for the opposition to the army bill. He 
declared practically, in so many words, 
that the Hull-Hawley bill could not become 
a law at this session. He and those who 
stood with him were willing to give the 
president all the money and every man he 
desired, but they were determined that no 
great standing army should be fastened 
upon the country without full and free dis- 
cussion. 

The postoffice appropriation bill was pass- 
ed today. 

Mr. Quay, of Pennsylvania, chairman of 
the committee on public buildings ' and 
grounds, ptesented a batch of reports fav- 
orable to the erection of public buildings in 
various parts of the country. These reports 
brought Mr. Allen, of Nebraska, to his 
feet with the charge that a public build- 
ing combination existed in the senate, and 


was 


that none ‘but a favored few could gain” 


consideration by the combination. 


Quay Denies Imputation. 

“YT want to say to the senator,” re- 
plied Mr. Quay emphatically, “that 
his statement that there is any com- 
bination is unwarranted and false. It 
is not true in any sense.”’ 

A message was received from the house 
transmitting the bill passed by that body 
appropriating $20,000,000 to be paid to Spain 
in accordance with the terms of the Paris 
treaty. It was referred to the committee 


on appropriations. 

Mr. Hawley was recognized to speak cn 
the army reorganization bill, and as he 
proceeded was given very close attention. 
He said he did not see how anybody could 
have voted against taking up the Dill, 
for it was evident to all that something 
must be done to strengthen the president’s 
arm He thought there could be no doubt 
that the Spanish cortes would ratify the 
peace treaty within the next two or three 
days. With this proceeding concluded and 
the exchange completed, the army neces- 
sarily must be reduced to its original di- 
mension of 67,000 unless some law should 
be enacted. 

Cockrell Declares Plan Will Fail. 

Even Mr. Cockrell was willing to concede 
a large army. For this the country should 
be duly thankful, but for himself he could 
not sanction the proposition to create large 
forces of native troops as proposed by 
the Hull bill: He contended that the Fil'- 
pinos were a revolutionary people and 
prophesied that a native force would join 
Aguinaldo within forty-eight hours after 
its organization. Hence he predicted a 
grand and calamitous failure of such an 
experiment. Mr. Hawley wantéd an army 
of Americans entirely. The president could 
be trusted. 

The responsipilities are ours and we 
should accept them before God and the 
world. 

Mr. Mitchell, of Wisconsin, also a mem- 
ber of the military committee, followed Mr. 
Hawley. He criticised the Hull bill, saying 
that it was not, as claimed, a reorganiza- 
tion bill, as the only material change in 
the present system waé4 in the artillery. 

Mr. Mitchell hinted at the opinion that 
tife Increase proposed was due to the sug- 
gestion of the army officers and said he 
would no more accept their views on this 
point than he would a toreador on mor- 
ality of bull fighting. 

“United States Proper, Only.” 

So far it was a matter of mere conjec- 
ture how many soldiers would be needed 
in the Philippines, Cuba and Porto Rico. 
As for himself he would have no one in 
those countries to shoot our ideas into an 
alien people. . 

He agreed there should be a few 
more troops in this country, but in 
providing for this increase he would 
confine it to “the United States proper 
and not extend it to the United States 
improper.” 

This remark caused a burst of laughter 


on the democratic side of the c ber, 
an@ with it Mr, Mitcliell concluded his 
talk.

Senator Cockrell Replies. 
Mr. Cockrell, the leading democratic 
member of the military affairs committee, 
speaking in opposition to the Hull-Hawley 
bill, agreed that reorganization of the army 
was absolutely necessary. The necessity 
for a change had been distinctly shown. 
It was evident, he said, that either the or- 
ganization was deficient or the officers 
were inefficient, 
Mr. Cockrell declared there was not suf- 
ficient time in the ten remaining days of 
session to discuss, formulate and pass a 
perfect reorganization, and he added that 
no bill such as had been proposed should be 
passed 
“We propose,” said he, “ample provisions 
for every emergency. We will give the ex- 
equtive every dollar and every man to sus- 
tain the government that is necessary.” 

In the course of this part of his argument, 
Mr. Cockrell maintained that one brigade 
was amply sufficient for the needs of the 
United States in Cuba and that a greater 
force was a menace to the peace of the is- 
land. If the Cubans, he said, were given 
the right to govern themselves and there 
was no doubt in his mind that they had the 
ability: to do so, they would give the 
is:and @ good government. 

Discussing Mr. Hawley’s contention that 
the additional men provided for in the 
measure he had reported were necessary, 
Mr. Cockrell said: 

We will give you every man and every 
officer that is necessary, but we are not

Cockrell. ‘“‘but I always give full notice 
when I mean to do so. I think it perfectly 
permissible under the rules and I would like 
to have the Missouri senator inform us if 
such is his purpose now.” 

“T am always frank,” replied Mr.- Cock- 
rell, ‘“‘and I am frank when I say when I 
have no intention of beginning a filibuster. 
I only want to secure a full and fair dts- 
cussion of the army bill, such consideration 
as so important a measure should have, 
and every senator here knows that it is im- 
Possible to get such discussion in the ten 
days left of the session.”’ 

““Then,’’ retorted Mr. Mason, “we are not 
to havé an announced filibuster?’ 

Without replying Mr. Cockrell. at 4:40 p. 
m., yielded the floor to Mr. Pritchard. of 
North Carolina, and the senate, on his mo- 
tion, went into executive session. At 6:02 the 
senate adjourned. 


HOUSE ON THE NAVAL BILL. 


Amendment To Complete Naval Acad- 
emy Buildings Is Passed. 

The house reached the last page of the 
naval bill today and adjourned with a 
point of order pending against a provision 
fixing the price of armor plate at $65 per 
ton. The provision in the bill went out on 
a point of order on the ground that it was 
not limited to the armor to be purchased 
with the appropriation in the bill, wherg- 
upon it was modified to meet this objec- 
tion and against it the point of order pend- ~ 
ing ut adjournment was raised. 

Much of the time today was oceupied in 
debating the amendment offered by Mr. 
Mudd, republican, of Maryland, appropria- 
ting $720,000 to complete the three buildings 
authorized to be erected at the naval acad- 
emy at Annapolis. 

Two important provisions in the 
graph providing for the construction 
new ships went out on points of order. 
One provided that no more than two bat- 
tleships, two armore@ and two protected 
cruisers should be built at any one yard, 
and the other provided that no bid for the 
construction of ships should be entertained 
from any firm or company which had not 
at the time of bidding an adequate plant. 

The pending question was on the amend- 
ment of Mr. Mudd to appropriate $720,004 
for the completion of the buildings 
thorized to be constructed at the naval 
academy by the naval appropriation 
bill, and after a short debate the amend- 
ment was adopted, 75 to 53.

* Macon,:Ga., February 21.—(Special.)—Har- 
ty W. Walp, a white man about thirty- 
three years-old, was run over and instantly 
killed this morning, near 9 o’clock, by a 
Central railroad engine on the Atlanta di- 
vision, at the trestle over Monroe street, 
within the city limits, and near Vineville. 
His body was- fearfully crushed and. man- 
gled. 

Eye witnesses of the fatality say it ap- 
peared to them that Walp waited until the 
engine had almost reached him and then 
deliberately threw -himself-across the track 
in front of the engine, and was cut and 
: mashed to death. 

Walp was a stranger to Macon and his 
body was viewed by hundreds of people 
before anyone was able to indentify him. 
Tom Goodman, who clerks in the clothing 
store of Charles Wachtel, appeared upon 
the scene and recognized him as Harry W. 
Walp, who was honorably discharged at

Albany, Ga., on February llth, as a pri- | 


vate in company E, of the First regiment 
of Territorial volunteers. When Walp was 
discharged at Albany, on February llth, he 
was given a ticket to Augusta, Ga. He 
‘went into Wadhtel’s store, in Macon, on 
Bebruary 13th, end bought a hat and other 
goods. He was not seen again until yes- 
ternday when he returned to Wachtel’s 
store. He had the appearance of having 
been on a spree, and constantly talked of 
men trying to hang him for some crime he 
had not committed. To humor him, Mr. 
Goodman carried him to police headquar- 
ters to prove that there were no charges 
against him. He left his mustering out 
papers and $32.25 in care of Mr. Wachtel, 
and Mr.Goodman accompanied him to Mrs. 
Reaves’s boarding-house, where he was 
given a bed, under the idea that a good 
night’s rest would help him and relieve 
him of the hallucination under which he 
labored. He slept through the night, ate 
breakfast and left Mrs. Reaves’s about 
8:30 o’clock this morning, and in about 
forty minutes had been run over. and killed 
by the engine at a distance of more than 
a mile irom Mrs. Reaves’s houeée. 

Several persons who saw the killing think 
Walp committed suicide. He may have 
been undre the influence of liquor and real- 
ly did not know where he was, or what he 

-was doing. He may have been fleeing from 
the men who he fancied were pursuing 
him for the purpose of killing him. 

His mustering out papers show that he 
was born at Bethlehem, Pa., and that he 
enrolled on the 28th of last June. 

He may hawe been in the territories when 
he enlisted. 

Among his effects is a letter addressed to 
W. J. Gillespie, Jerome, Arizona, On his 
mustering out papers is.indorsed: ‘““Honest 
and faithful service and excellent charae- 
ter.” 

Coroner Hollis will complete the inquest 
tomorrow. The body is at Undertaker 
Keating's.

MRS. LEVETTE WAS ON TRIAL. 


Alleged Emigrant Agent Placed Under 
$500 Bond. 

Columbus, Ga., February 2L.—(Special.)— 
The preliminary trial of Mrs. L. E, Levette, 
charged with working as an emigration 
agent without paying the prescribed license 
of $500, occurred at Cusseta today, and as a 
result she was bound over to the superior 
court in the sum of $500, which bond she 
promptly gave.

She and her at- 
torney are confident of an acquittal. 


ATHENS HAS A $30,000 FIRE. 


Dry Goods Establishment of M. Meyer 
& Co. Is Destroyed. 

Athens, Ga., February 21.—(Special.)— 
The large dry goods establishment of M. 
Meyers & Company was almost totally de- 
stroyed by fire this morning at 2 o’clock. 
The loss will foot up between $25,000 and 
$30,000, this being the most destructive fire 
in the history of the city. 

The theory as to the cause of the fire is 
that it started near the office stove and 
gradually spread through the stock. As 
Soon as it got sufficient draft it went up 
the elevator and spread into the three 
Stories of the Luilding, all of which were 
filled with stock. 

When the fire was discovered the entire 
building was ablaze and the headway was 
such as to thwart all efforts of the fire de- 
partment to save the stock, although they 
succeeded in saving the larger portion of 
the building. 

_ The Commercial hotel building on one side 
and the Talmadge building on the other 
were threatened, but the department suc- 
ceed°d in confining the flames to the Meyers 
building. The loss to the stock of goods 
is estimated at $25.000 and’ the damage to 


the building at $2,000. There is very little 
Salvage among the stock. 

The insurance on the stock ts $27,000 
divided as follows: Springfield $2,000: 
Scottish American and National $2,500; 
North British and Mercantile, $3,000; Amer- 
ican of New York, $2,000: Continental, $1,000: 
Queen, $1,000; Liverpool, London and Globe. 
$3,000; Atlanta Home, $5,000; Palatine, $5,000. 
The insurance on the building was $7,480, 
divided equally between the Hartford and 
the Liverpool, London and Globe.

Governor Johnston Appoints Two As- 
sociate Railroad Commissioners. 


ASSEMBLY IS NOW READY TO ADJOURN 


Senate Passes Military Bill, Which 
Gives State Militia $12,500 a 
Year—Other Bills. 


Montgomery, Ala., February 21.—(Special.) 
Governor Johnston today nominated for 
associate railroad commissioner for the 
ensuing four years, Senator E. A. Caffey, 
of Lowndes, and Representative Oceola 
Kyle, of Morgan. They are to succeed 
Hons. Harvey E. Jones, of Mobile, and 
Ross C. Smith,- of J2fferson, whose terms 
expire on (March Ist. m 

There were forty or fifty applicants, 
prominent among them being ‘Hons. John 
W. Tomlinson, of Jefferson; Horace Hood, 
of Montgomery, and P. T: Hudman, of 
Lee. 

The house bill excepting Montgomery 
from the provisions of the state law pro- 
hibiting the selling of pools in Alabama 
which passed the senate after a lively fight 
last night, was reconsidered by that body 
this morning, and after a spirited contest 
was laid upon the table, the ministers win- 
ning out as lobbyists, 

Judge Alston, who was nominated by the 
democratic caucus last night to the newly 
created supernumary judgeship, was elect- 
ed to the position today, and will enter 
without delay upon the discharge of his 
guties. 

The senate took up the military bill short- 
ly before noon and passed it with few mi- 
nor amendments which had béen previous- 
ly agreed upon by members of the lower 
house. The dill appropriates $12,500 for 
the maintenance of the Alabama national 
guard. the same amount appropriated by 
the last general assembly, and makes the 
adjutant general a salaried officer at $1,500 
per year. .

The bill pro- 
viding for the appointment of a state bank 
examiner was defeated by a substantial 
majority in the senate. 

Both houses recessed at 11 o’clock tonight 
until ‘Thursday in, order to allow the 
clerks to catch up. Final adjournment 
will be had on Thursday evening.

Legislature Meets and Héars Some Inter- 
esting Charges Made, 


COMMITTEES ASK MORE TIME 


Senate Votes To Adjourn, but House 
Refuses To Do So. 


DESIRE 18 WHITEWASH IS ALLEGED 


Representative Declares That School 
Money Has Been Handled To 
Benefit Office Holders. 


Nashville. Tenn., February 21.—(Special.) 
The legislature reassembled today after 
nearly a month’s recess, and about the 
first proposition made was to again ad- 
journ until. March 14th in order to give 
various committees time to complete their 
investigations. 

The committee on judicial reform . de- 
manded more time to draft the bill re- 
districting the state, the revenue commit- 
tees wanted time to complete the assess- 
ment bill, and the committees investigating 
the comptroller’s office, the penitentiary 
and educational institutions all wanted 
more time, 

The senate, by a vote of 23 to 6, adopted 
a resolution to at once adjourn untfl March 
14th, but the house, by a vote of 39 to 383, 
non-concurred inethe resolution, 

Some of the members of the house voted 
against the resolution because of a desire 
to elect the state comptroller this week, as 
the present comptroller’s term expires 
shortly. When this is done it is probable 
that a recess will be taken. Some of the 
members of the house, however, think the 
committees should finish their work at 
night, 

The discussion of the resolution in the 
house was quite lively, and Mr. Mere- 
dith’s charge that the members of the 
educational committee who voted against 
the recess would vote to conceal and cov- 
er up crime, was followed by a statement 
by Mr. Neil that a difference in accounts 
amounting to $6,000 had been discovered 
somewhere. Then came Mr. Meredith’s 
disclosures that some one handling state 
money at an educational institution had 
kept two accounts at a bank, and while he 
had $6,000 on one account, had paid interest 
on overdrafts on the other account, @nd 
had floated thousands of fictitious paper. 

While no names were mentioned in the 
house, it is known that reference was made 
to the Peabody Normal college, where some 
irregularities have been discovered in the 
books of W. R. Payne, who is private secre- 
tary.to the chancellor, his father. It is 
not charged, however, that there is any 
dhortage. 


EQUAL ACCOMMODATIONS GIVEN. 


North Carolina Legislature Passes 
Laws Governing Railways. 

Raleigh, N. C., February 21.—(Special.)—A 
bill was introduced: in the house to strike 
at the colleges which own stock in trusts 
by withdrawing the exception of their prop- 
erty from taxation. The house in com- 
mittee of the whole considered the reve- 
nue bill and fixed poll tax at $1.29, general 
state tax at 21 2-3 cents, pension tax 3 1-3 
cents and school tax 18 cents; total, 43 
cents. : 

The feature of the day was the Jim Crow 
ear bill, which lasted over three hours. 
The substitute bill prepared by the com- 
mittee was adopted with a few amend- 
ments. It requires separate and equal ac- 
commodations for whites and negroes with 
a first-class car for each and a second-clags 
car divided by a partition. It is left to the 
discretion of the railway commission to 
exempt roads whose gross earnings are not 
over $1,500 per mile, provided that on such 
railways there shall be separation of both 
races, and it is made the duty of the 
railway commission to prepare and adopt 
all necessary rules for carrying this regu- 
lation into effect. Railways are excepted 
on which there is no negro travel. 

Pullman sleeping cars, through express 
trains, not stopping at local stations, relief 
trains, are excepted and negro servants 
are also excepted. 

Railways failing to provide such sepa- 
rate accommodations are guilty of a tmis- 
demeanor, and liable to $10 a day fine 
and the conductor who fails to carry out 
the law is also made guilty of a misde- 
meanor,

The pri- 
mary occurs Tuesday, February 28th, and 
so far there is only one ticket in the field.

Hegre Thief Afforis Officers an Exeiting 
- Time. 


THE FLOORING WAS TORN UP 


Negro Made Every Effort To Prevent 
His Capture by the Officers. 


POLICEMEN DO NOT KNOW HIS NAME 


Be Is Hither Unconscious or Is a Past 
Master in the Art of Shamming 
Untconsciousness. 


At the police barracks a negro man is in 
a cell in the state department, and he is 
either unconscious or is past master in the 
art of shamming. The officers have been 
unable to obtain his name, and he was last 
night on the floor with his eyes shut. All 
efforts to arouse him failed to make him 
open his eyes. Dr. Hurt announced that 
there appeared to be nothing the matter 
with the.man, and the policemen hardly 
know what to think of the case. 

This same negro during the afternoon 
caused Call Officers Chosewceod and Coving- 
ton a go00a deal of trouble, and it was 
necessary to tear up the flooring in a vacant 
house before they could effect, his arrest. 
The negro was wanted for stealing a can 
of lard and a piece of meat from the mar- 
ket of Josh Tye, corner Whitehall street 
and Trinity avenye. 

A number of citizens saw the theft, and 
began chasing the negro. The cry of “‘stop, 
thief,’’ quickly gathered a crowd, and when 
Forsyth street was reached there were 
several hundred persons following the ne- 
gro. The crowd was overtaking him, and 
this caused the man to drop the lard and 
meat. Just before reaching the fire engine 
house on Peters street he dived under a 
vacant house. 

This house is only about twelve inches 
off the ground, but the negro crawled un- 
der it and went about forty feet before 
the crowd reached him. When the citizens 
saw that the negro was hemmed in, the 


police barracks was telephoned of the fact, 


and Call Officers Covington and Chosewood 
were sent out to arrest the negro. 

When they arrived the negro refused to 
move, and, to frighten him, a pistol was 
fired under the house, not, however, in his 
direction. He declined to be frightened, and 
the officers saw that the only way to cap- 
ture him was to tear up the flooring. 

This was done, but the negro realized 
their intentions before they succeeded in 
tearing up the floor, and moved about ten 
feet. He went nearer the front of the 
house, and the officers saw that they would 
be able to arrest him. Officer Covington 
crawled into the hole made in the flooring, 
while Officer Chosewood went to the side 
of the house, and after crawling in dust 
ander the house succeeded in catching the 
negro’ by the leg. In the meantime Coving- 
ion had hold of his arm. 

When they went to pull him out the negro 
caught hold of a post under the house, and 
the officers were unable to loosen his grasp. 


A torch was borrowed from the engine. 


house and a small boy was instructed to 
apply the flame to the hands of the negro. 
AS soon as the fire touched his hand the 
negro turned loose, and the officers dragged 
him from under the house. 

It was then that he either became un- 
conscious, or decided to feign unconscious- 
ness. He would not speak, and the officers, 
fearing that he was paving the way to 
escape, handcuffed him before placing him 
in the patrol wagon. At the barracks he 
would answer no questions, and was placed 
in cell 17 of the state department. 

The officers say that a number of citizens 
saw the negro steal the articles from the 
market, and they will\prosecute him in the 
state courts for largeny. Dr. Hurt was 
summoned? to examine into the condition of 
the negro, and the physician reported his 
pulse as normal and his condition appar- 
ently all right. The negro refuses to budge, 
however, and is lying on the floor where he 
was first placed.

If the marauder who disturbed the mid- 
night slumber of thirty-one chickens in 
the yard of C. E, Renfroe last Monday 
night, had known that that gentleman 
would grieve over the loss, he would proba- 
bly have passed the Renfroe coop—provided 
he is a chicken-hearted thief.

Veterans Want Position of Confeder- 
ates at Gettysburg Marked.

RESOLUTIONS. ARE ADOPTED 


Atlanta Camp Takes Action in the 
Matter at a Meeting Mon- 
day Night. 


At a meeting of Atlanta Camp 159, Unit- 
ed Confederate Veterans, held in the office 
of the comptroller general at the state 
capitol, Monday night, steps were taken 
to have the spot cccupied by the confeder- 
ate troops at Gettysburg marked in a simi- 
lar manner to those occup‘fed by the federal 
troops. 

Colonel Livingston and the Georgia dele- 
gation at Washington will be requested to 
place the matter before congress and will 
be asked to work for the passage of legis- 
lation to allow the positions held by the 
confederates at Gettysburg to be marked. 

The resolution, which was introduced by 
Frank Ryan, recites the fact that the he- 
roism of the confederates on that memor- 
ble battlefield was as great as has ever been 
recorded in the annals of history, and that 
neither the charge of the light brigade nor 
the fighting of the old guard at Waterloo 
furpassed in chivalry and deeds of bravery 
the heroism of the confederate soldiers at 
Gettysburg. Attention is called to the 
fact that the government has raised monu- 
ments on the battlefiel€ of Gettysburg to 
mark the position of the federal troops; and 
in that way commemorating the achieve- 
ments of the union soldiers, but that those 
parts of the field occupied by and gallant- 
ly defended by the confederate soldiers are 
unmarked. 

The resolution appealed to Colone] Leon- 
idas Livingston, the immediate represen- 
tative in congress, to use his best efforts 
to have the portion of the battlefield held 
by the confederates appropriately marked. 

The resolutions direct the attention of 
the Georgia delegation to the matter and 
urge that its best efforts be used to this 
end. The resolutions were unanimously 
adopted and will be mailed to Colonel Liv- 
ingston at once. 

A number of other matters were brought 
to the attention of the camp. A letter from 
W. H. Krauss, an ex-federal, of Columbus, 
in reference to sending trees for each south- 
ern state, to be planted in the confederate 
cemetery at Camp Chase. The suggestion 
was adopted and each camp in Georgia 
will probably send a number of trees. 

In the discussion of histories, attention 
was called to inaccuracies in a number of 
histories now in use. A number of ‘isto- 
ries were mentioned and Captain “Tip” 
Harrison was requested to submit a written 
criticism of “Our Country” by a number of 
Texan educators. The criticism will be 
presented at the next meeting of the camp. 

A letter was received from Mrs. Mary 
Gresham Milledge, widow of the late Cap- 
tain Judge Milledge, thanking the camp 
for the beautiful floral offerings which were 
Placed on his grave by the members of the 
camp.

The question of the location of the prison 
farmat Milledgeville, Ga., and also whether 
the farm is to be finally situated in that 
town is now left to the decision of Dr. 
James B. Baird, of Atlanta, and Dr. Wil- 
liam O’Daniel, of Ballards, Ga., formerly 
state penitentiary physician. 

Both professional men were agreed upon 
by the board of health of Milledgeville and 
by the state prison commissioners to deter- 
mine after accurate examination whether 
the present contemplated location of the 
farm buildings in that town would tend to 
pollute the water from which the town 
g°2:s its supply. 

It was at first the purpose of the parties 
to employ the se-vices of six well known 
experts, but it was seen that two could 
acromplish the work as well as six, and 
the appointment of Drs. Baird and O' Daniel 
for the task of settling the dispute was 
made at once, both physicians being thor- 
rughly agreeable to the people of Milledge- 
ville as well as to the commissioners. 

The buildings of the prison farm as is 
generally known have been located within 
half a mile of the creek supplying the town 
of Milledgeville with water. It was feared 
by the citizens that their limited supply of 
water would be polluted and a protest, the 
acts of which have been given in The

In case their report should show that 
pollution to the stream would follow if the 
prison buildings stay where it has been the 
intention of the commissioners to put them, 
the site will be moved wherever, in the 
opinion of the physicians, the buildings will 
offer no menace to the people of the town. 

However, if it is shown that the build- 
ings must be moved to that part of the 
farm on the other side of the watershed 
from the creek, the part containing only 
200 acres, Milledgeville will lose the farm, 
for the commissioners have no idea of 
building the prison at that point.

AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


Commissioner of Agriculture O. B. Ste- | 
vens will today formally appoint two more 
inspectors of fertilizers for the state, and 
it is his intention to increase the number 
of such officials until the demands of all 


the farmers in Georgia can be met 


promptly. 

One nomination is B. F. Perry, of Can- 
ton, Ga., editor of one of the Cherokee 
county weekiy newspapers and one of the 
most prominent men in that section of the 
state. Mr. Perry had the indorsement of 
a large majority of the citizens of Canton 
as well as the support of the best farmers 
in surrounding counties—Gilmer, Pickens 
and Fannin. 

The second appointment of fertilizer in- 
spector was T. E. Rodgers, of Montgomery 
county, who has been the tax collector and 
tax receiver of that county for several 
years. His candidacy for the position was 
indorsed by a large number of the citi- 
zens of Montgomery county and his ap- 
pointment was made without hesitancy by 
the commissioner of agriculture. 

Both appointees will assume their new 
positions in the next few days, 

The number of fertilizer inspectors. in 
the state has not been limited, and Com- 
missioner Stevens has adopted the plan of 
appointing them whenever it is seen they 
are needed. The commissioner has under- 
taken the task of inspecting all the fer- 
tilizer that is made or that comes into 
the state whenever request is made of 
him to do so. The number/of such appli- 
cations from farmers of Georgia is con- 
stantly increasing and it is probable that 
the list of inspectors will grow still larger 
in the near future.

IS PAID OFF 


Treasure Completes Payment of 
Repular List for the Year 


HAS A LARGE BALANCE LEFT 


All Who Have Not Received Their-Pen- 
Slons Should Make Applicaton. 


INDIGENTS WERE GIVEN MONEY FIRST 


School Teachers Will Get Their Salaries 
About 1st of March—Act Requir- 
ing Payment After End of 
Each Month May Prove 
Inoperative. | 


-State Treasurer Speer completed last 
night the payment of the regular pension 
list for the year. Out of an appropriation 
of $660,500 he has a balance due under all 
three classes of pensions authorized by the 
state amounting to $78,820. 

Since the beginning of the work of pay- 
ing the pensions the officials of the treas- 
ury department have been busily engaged 
and the task has been completed much 
sooner than usual. 

It is desired that all who have not re- 
ceived their pensions up to date should 
make application at once, although no time 


is set after which no pensions will be is- 


sued. Pension Commissioner Johnson will 
leave the city the last of the week for 
the first time in several months, having 
been closely confined to his office since 
the first of the pension lists was taken up. 

It is thought best that as many of the 
pensions remaining to be paid be disposed 
of before his departure for his home in 
Jones county, where he will remain for a 
few days. 

The first pension list taken up by the 
commissioner was that of the indigents 
in the state, as it was thought that these 
could least afford to be delayed. 

The total appropriation for the indigents 
was $238,000, and of this atmnount the suni 
of $219,000 has been disposed of. The re- 
maining amount to be paid out under this 
class will be distributed probably before 
the other two. 

Pensions for the widows of confederate 
veterans was the next class taken up. For 
this purpose $230,000 was appropriated by 
the legislature. Of the total amount, the 
pension commission has given out to the 
widows the sum of $216,660, 

The last class of pensions to be taken 
up was that of the invalid confederate vet- 
erans, the list having just been completed 
by the state treasurer. A total appropria- 
tion of $192,800 was made for this purpose, 
and of this amount $145,000 has been given 
out in the last few days. It will be seen 
that a larger balance remains to be paid 
out under the class vf invalid pensioners 
than under any of the other classes. 

The delay in the payment of the first 
month’s salary to the school teachers of 
the state was occasioned this year by the 
desire to finish the pension lists first, and 
since that has been practically completed, 
the work of paying the teachers will be 
started near the first of next month. 

It is thought that the act passed by the 
last legislature requiring the payment of 
the teachers at the end of each month 
will continue to prove inoperative for the 
reason that it is always necessary to pay 
the veterans and their widows first. 

The work of completing the pension lists 
is never finished until the latter part of 
February, and consequently the teachers 
cannot get their salary for the month 
of January until the Ist of March or later. 


THE ARMY CANTEEN. 


Mr. W. B. Hill Gives Reasons Why 
It Should Be Abolished. 


Editor Constitution—You published fn your 
Sunday issue a communication in reference 
to the army canteen In which the writer 
deprecates the action of the house of rep- 
resentatives in adopting an amendment to 
the Hull army bill abolishing the canteen 
system. 

The article is unsigned, but it appears 
to be the work of some individual inasmuch 
as it uses the language, ‘In my opinion.”’ 

The writer was unfortunate, either in 
the accident or design of withholding his 
signature from an article which contains 
statements so utterly unwarranted by the 
facts. 

I refer especially to the following state- 
ment: “They (the officers of the army) 
testify to the usefulness of the canteen as 
a moral influence, * * * They say 
the canteen is an _ institution promotive 
of sobriety and good conduct. They point 
to the figures. They know. They have 
seen the canteen improve the force,” 

In epposition to this statement it will 
Only ‘be necessary to quote the following 
certificates of General William R. Shafter, 
General Joseph Wheeler and other military 
authorities, These authorities were recent- 
ly used in the speech of Hon, Albert M. 
Todd, of Michigan, in congress, on the 
question of prohibition in Alaska: 

Headquarters of the Fifth Army Corps, 
Santiago de Cuba, July 30,.1898.—I have al- 
ways been strongly opposed to the canteen 
system or the sale of intoxicating drinks of 
any kind on military reservations; and have 
opposed it until absolutely overruled, and 
required to establish a canteen at my post. 
I regard it demoralizing to the men, be- 
sides impairing seriously their efficiency. 
There are always, in every regiment, a 
number of men that will uder any circum- 
stances get and drink liquor, but the great 
majority are temperate, abstemious men; 
and it is to those that the evil effects of 
the post exchange system works the great- 
est injury, as young men who would not 
think of going away from the post for 
liquor will, when it is placed before them, 
and every inducement offered them to pur- 
chase, do so, and thus gradually acquire 
habits of intemperance. The plea that it 
furnishes a large sum, which it does, to 
improve the table fare of the men, is, in 
my opinion, a very poor one. * * * [ 
think that the necessity of refraining from 
drink is fully realized by all the men, ard 
of their own accord they would refrain 
from drinking.

Consolidated Says Trolleys Cannot Be 
Put Up Without Trouble, 


THIS 1S GEMIED BY ATLANTA RAILWAY 


It Is Claimed That Appraisers Are Not 
Expected To Consider This Ques- 
tion of Trolleys as Condem- 
nation of Wires Is Not 
Contemplated. 


Can two electric railway companies oper- 
ating cars over the same double tracks, 
but using different trolley wires, charged 


with individua] currents, have the over~- 


head constructions on the same plane, with- 
out having the wires of one system con- 
nected, or touching, or in danger of con- 
tact with the wires of the other system, 
during the passage of a car of either com- 
pany, or at any other time? 

Tih'‘s is a question which will play a prom- 
inent part in the decision of the appraisers 
in the condemnation proceedings between 
the Atlanta Railway Company and the Con- 
solidated. 

It is maintained by the Consolidated that 
the overhead wires cannot be constructed 
in this way, while it is asserted by the 
witnesses for the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany that there are several plans which 
can be adopted to accomplish this result. 

The discussion of the overhead construc- 
tion consumed the greatep portion of the 
session of the appraisers’ court yesterday 
afternoon, The session was an interesting 
one and there were a number of puzzling 
engineering questions that will have to be 
solved before the lowest figure of the 
amount the Atlanta Railway Company 
shal) pay for the condemnation can be as- 
certained, Bec. es he N ae 
The Legal Question. 

A legal question that presents many in- 
teresting ‘plfases is also-“wrapped itt the 
overhead construction. Mr. Goodwin, for 
the Consolidated, insists that the apprais- 
ers shal) take cognizance of the overhead 
construction and place a part of their de- 
cision upon the injury to the Consolidated 
caused by the use of the tracks. 

Mr. Alex King, for the Atlanta Railway 
Company, emphatically stated to the ap- 
praisers yesterday that they were not to 
consider the overhead construction of the 
Consolidated over the tracks it is proposed 
to condemn, as the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany aid not propose to touch the wires 
of the Consolidated and that there was no 
condemnation in regard to them. 

The tracks are all that the Atlanta Rail- 
way Company officers say they propose to 
condemn, and it is claimed by their attor- 
neys that if the Consolidated wants any 
damages, or any award for any injury 
that may be done to the wires by mere 
proximity of the additional wires and the 
probability of accident it should go into a 
higher court and seek redress. 

During the hearing yesterday afternoon 
Mr. Zimmerman, superintendent of the At- 
lanta Railway Company, was placed on the 
stand to testify. He stated that he had not 
fully developed his plans for the construc- 
tion of the overhead system of wiring, and 
could. not at present give a minute expla- 
nation of it. 

Mr. Goodwin said that he wanted the 
plan which it was proposed to use fully 
explained in order that the appraisers 
would know, if.in any respect the wires of 
the Consolidated would be injured. Mr. 
Zimmerman said he could not give his 
plan, but after considerable pressing by 
- counsel, he made a drawing of how he pro- 
posed to construct the wires of the At- 
lanta Railway Company, so that they 
would not touch those of the Consolidated 
in any way—either the trolley wire or the 
span wires. 

The Sag of the Trolley Wires. 

He said that the poles of each. road would 
be placed 100 feet apart, and that they 
would alternate*at a distance of fifty feet. 
Thus he said the sag of the trolley wires 
of each road would be greatest at the point 
opposite the pole of the other company. He 
proposed to extend the span wires over the 
sag, and in this way have the conjunction 
of the trolley wire and the span wire of one 
road at the lowest point between the poles 
of the trolley wire of the other company. 

Mr, Goodwin asked if the upward pres- 
sure of the trolley would not push the trol- 
ley wire high enough to come in contact 
with the span wire above it. The witness 
‘stated that he did not think it would, as 
the weight of a trolley wire joined at two 
points 100 feet distant, was about forty-five 
pqunds, and the upward pressure of the 


"Appraiser Harrison said he thought this 


: wires so as not to come in contact with 


the Consolidated wires was given by Mr. 
F. Lederle, who Was rlaced on the stand. 
This plan was to extend the span wires 
above the trolley wires of the Consolidated 
and attach the trolley wires of the Atlanta 
Railway Company to the span wires by 
means of hangefs. 
Another Method Suggested. 

In this way it is said the trolley wires of 
both systems would be about in the same 
plane, but the trolleys would not strike the 
span wires, as the hangers, extending from 
the Atlanta railway span wire above “he 
Consolidated span wires, would allow the 
trolleys of the Atlanta Railway Company to 
hang below the span wire of the former 
company. 

It is proposed to place the trolley wires 
about six inches apart, running parallel. 
The latter method, it is claimed, would 
allow of too much swinging and cause con- 
stant conflict, which, it is said, would 
be very dangerous and cause the wires 
to burn through, making a break. 

The question of constructing the two sys- 
tems of wifes without having common 
span wires, is considered a difficult cne, 
and will be discussed more fully this af- 
ternoon. 

Tax Returns as Evidence. 
In the introduction of evidence yester- | 


day, Mr. Spalding offered a certified copy 
of the tax returns of the Consolidated, as a 
part of the evidence, in order to show what 
value the company placed upon its property. 

The returns show that the track was val- 
ued at $5,000 per mile, including wiring. The 
returns state that there dte forty-five 
miles, with a value of $225,000. 

This is introduced into the evidence to 
show the value which the appraisers are 
requested to consider. There is considerable 
discrepancy between this value per mile 
and the value of the 600 feet which which 
it is proposed to condemn on Mitchell 
street. This track was valued by witnesses 
at about $2,200, not including the wiring. 

Mr. Goodwin said when the paper was 
presented that he did not think it had any- 
thing to do with the proceedings or that it 
was admissible, but he would letait go in, 
and the appraisers could do whatever they 
wanted to with any papers that were pre- 
sented. Later In the proceedings Mr. Good- 
win offered a certified copy of the bonds 
that are now placed on the road. 

The session yesterday afternoon was a 
long one, and the testimony is growing in 
volume, The argument will begin this af- 
ternoon, and probably conclude the next 
day. 

The Third Session Begins. 


Mr. Will H. Glenn was the first witness 
placed on the stand. He said he had been 
with the Consolidated company for seven 
years, and was now purchasing agent. Mr. 
Goodwin asked him to.examine the plat of 
the construction of the Atlanta Railway 
Company’s lines where they would join 
to the tracks of the Consolidated on Mitch- 
ell street. 

He said he thought two additional stops 
would be caused by the joint use of the 
same tracks by ‘both companies. 

He said he estimated the cost of the ad- 
ditional stops on a six-minute headway 
would be for forty-two years about $28,000. 

The risks for accidents of the operation of 
two lines over the same tracks with sepa- 
rate overhead wires, he thought, would 
increase. The accidents will increase with 
the increase in the number of cars, snd 
if the lines were under different manage- 
ment there would be more probability of 
accidents. 

Under the cross-examination by Mr. 
Spalding he said he thought there was more 
danger of the cars running into each other 
at a switch than a crossing. 

At the conclusion of the testimony by the 
attorneys Mr. Goodwin announced that his 
side had finished introducing evidence. Mr. 
Spalding offered as evidence a book con- 
taining several ordinances on the granting 
of franchises. These ordinances are known 
as the Hurt-Glasner ordinances. 

Mr. Spalding presented a certified copy of 
the tax returns of the company, showing 
the assessed value of the tracks to be $5,000 
per mile. Mr. Goodwin said he did not think 
the paper was admissible, but that the ap-

The communication did not state 
the given name of the one alluded to was, 
and gave no information as to the value 
of the property held in trust for the 
heirs. 

The attorney stated that it was a part 
of his business to look up the heirs and 
that he was in no way interested financially 
ip the matter. 

Mrs. Mary E. Falvey, the widow of the 
late John J. Falvey, of 277 South Pryor 
street, said last night that she could give 
no information regarding the matter other 
than that her father-in-law had lived for 
a number of years in Columbia, 8. C., and 
had entered the confederate army from that 
state. 

Some time ago a wealthy gentleman by 
the name of Falvey died in New York, 
leaving considerable property, and at that 
time a communication was received by Mrs. 
Falvey in regard to the matter from a firm 
of Atlanta lawyers. 

It was understood that the property of 
the New York Falvey was to have been 
divided among whatever heirs might be 
found, and the attorneys, as agents for a 
legal firm of the metropolis, interested 
themselves in the case.

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- GRORGIA PEACHES — 
ARB NOT RUINED: 


Rocent Cold Snap Did Net Kill All o 
the Fruit Crop. 


REPORTS ARE ENCOURAGING 


‘Weather Bureau Makes Inquiries All 
Over the State. 


THE WHEAT CROP IS NOT HARMED 


Greatest Damage Was Done in Middle 
and Southern Sections of the State. 
Marbury Talks. 


The Georgia peach crop is by no means 
entirely ruined, in spite of the recent zero 
weather that prevailed all-over the state. 
Ever since the unusual weather we have 
just had there have been all kinds of re- 
ports about the ruined fruit crops, but no 
organized effort was made until yesterday 
to find out as near as possible what the 
exact result was. 

Some two or three days ago, after the 
blizzard had passed, Chief Marbury, of 
the weather bureau, sent out inquiries to 
the weather office correspondents all over 
the state asking for a statement in regard 
to the damage, if any, done the fruit crops 
and gardens. The replies commenced to 
arrive yesterday, and before the day was 
over 230 reports had arrived from all the 
@ifferent sections of the state. 

The outlook is not so bad as was first ex- 
pected, and while we will not, of course, 
have such a fruit year as last year was, 
yet ce comebthing else happens, Georgia 
will produce a fairly good crop. 

Throughout the state the northern sec- 
tion has suffered less than any other part 
of Georgia, which is accounted for in that 
the fruit was not so far advanced as it was 
in the middle and southern sections. It 
would seem from a majority of the reports 
» from the northern sections that the peach 
‘crop has suffered little, if any. Apples 
throughout the entire state seem to have 
been injured slightly, if at all, “and the news 
comes from some sections that an annually 
good crop is looked for. 

Wheat has not suffered at all on account 
of the cold. It seems that the snow was a 
protection to it, and that the blizzard rather 
helped the wheat instead of ‘injuring it. 
Oats throughout the state have been almost 
entirely killed, and the garden vegetables 
have been entirely wiped out, but this is 
not a matter of much seriousness, as there 
is still yet time to replant gardens and 
have vegetables ready before the northern 
gardens develop. 

It was in the middle and southern sec- 
tions of the state that the fruits, and 
especially the peaches, suffered the most. 
Strange to say, it was the late peaches that 
were ruined. It seems that the late peach 
is the first to bloom, and it was these buds 
that the cold weather killed. The early 
peaches have suffered very little, owing to 
the fact that they bloom after the late 
peach. Most of the early peach trees had 
pot put out. Those who are not familiar 
with agricultural matters, as a rule, do not 
know that the late peach blooms first. The 
early peaches do not commence to bud 
until after the late peaches have flowered, 
and then the early fruit ripens before the 
late commences. 

Ohe peculiar thing about the reports is 

the way that some of them vary. Reports 
from one county will state that the peaches 
in that county have been entirely ruined, 
while perhaps the very next county will 
report that the damage has not been as 
heavy as was at first expected. 

A great many twigs and buds from the 
different fruit trees have been sent to the 
weather office, some of them showing the 
buds killed outright. 

After reading all the reports carefully, 
and going over all the information he could 
gather, Chief Marbury said: 

While we will, of course, not have a 
fruit year this year like we did last, I 
think that we will have a fairly good 
crop in Georgia. I am of the opinion 
that those reporting will find that mat- 
ters will turn out better than they now 
expect, and while in some sections the 
peaches have nearly all been killed, 
there will be others where the damage 
is slight, if. any. Of course it is im- 
possible:to tell about the weather in ad- 
vance, but it has been my persona! ob- 
servation, as well as what the records 
show, that we only have one very cold 
spell in a winter. If that rule holds 
good this year, we are not apt to have 
any more very severe weather. I should 
think that from now on the fruit that 
has escaped so far will do well. The 
apples do not seem to have been injured 
at all. The wheat crop is in a fairly 
good condition. There is plenty of time 
to replant the gardens, and altogether 
I think the crop and fruit outlook is 
much better than it was at first thought.

A large number of 
proud American sovereigns have already 
served notice that they will get in a speech 
eon this free-for-all occasion. They have 
waited a lifetime, they say, for such an op- 
portunity and they have polished and whet- 
ted their extemporaneous remarks to the 
most incisive and glittering state imagin- 
able. Such eloquence as would not only 
have really moved the stones to mutiny, 
but further discounting Mister Antony’s, 
would have called Caesar himself back to 
life will be poured forth anda shut off at 
the speaker’s pleasure, like water flowing 
through a hydrant. A number of well- 
known gentlemen are now said to be at 
work upon some spontaneous repartee, with 
which they propose to overshadow the rep- 
utations of the wits of al] the ages; and 
there are two or three ladies in the city 
who now have their husbands at work on 
speeches “From a woman’s point of view.”

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LIEUT. BROOKS CLARKE 
TELLS OF CUBAN COUNTRY 


First Lieutenant Brooks Clarke, of the 
Third immunes, arrived in the city last 
Saturday morning. He came direct from 
Guantanamo, Cuba, and was two weeks 
en route to this city. He talks interestingly 
of the Georgia boys in Cuba, but says that 
the health of the entire regiment is very 
bad, and every one connected with it is 
anxious to be mustered out. 

Lieutenant Clarke entered the Third im- 
munes as a first sergeant, but was soon 
after promoted to a second  lieutenancy, 
and during the early part of January a 
commission as first lieutenant was given 
him. He is very popular with the mem- 
bers of the regiment and has made an ex- 


cellent officer. 
In telling of the health of the regiment 
Lieutenant Clarke said that he was once 


efficer of the day for seven consecutive 


days, all other officers being too ill for duty. 
In speaking of Cuba and the Third im- 
munes, Lieutenant Clarke said: 

“The regiment is divided, having several 
stations. We were separated several days 
after our arrival at Santiago and there 
are a number of the men whom I have 
not seen since we landed on the island. 
The headquarters of the regiment is at 
Guantanamo, and there three companies are 
station—B, C and L. Four companies—H, 
K, D and another, I have forgotten which 
one—are doing guard duty at the various 
plantations within a radius of eight miles 
of Guantanamo. The rest of the regiment 
is at Baracoa, 100 miles over the moun- 
tains, under command of Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Wylie, of Savannah. 

“It became necessary to place guards at 
the plantations because a number of sugar 
cane fields were burned, presumably by 
accident. The plantations, however, are 
owned by Spaniards, who are nated by 
the Cubans, and the officers of the regi- 
ment, after putting two and two together, 
decided to place guards at the cane fields. 
Since then no cane fields have burned, and 
this is all the evidence we have that Cu- 
bans did the work, but’ we still believe them 
guilty. 

“The health of the regiment is very bad. 
-On one occasion the company to which I 
belong, company B, could turn out cnly 
six men for drill duty, and on another oc- 
casion out of the three companies at 
Guantanamo we could get only four fours 
for drill. The remainder of the men were 
in the hospital. 

“There are now about 850 men in the 
regiment. A number have been mustered 
out, 100 getting discharges only a few weeks 
prior to my departure. We have lost 
twenty-seven men by death during our stay 
in Cuba, and four of these died of yellow 
fever. Among the four was Josh Johbn- 
son, who was ill only four days. His was 
a plain case of yellow fever. He was pop- 
ular and we were ail sorry to lose him. ee

“We have lots of fresh fruit, too. The 
Cubans bring it into the camp on little 
donkeys and the poor little beasts are piled 
up with fruit until they stagger, which 
means a good deal for a Cuban donkey. 
Yancey Carter, who is a captain, rides one 
of these donkeys, by the way, and you can 
imagine how he looks with his long legs 
reaching almost to the ground, a machete 
buckled around his waist and a big army 
hat tilted on the side. 

“He cuts a figure, I tell. you, but is 
happy. He would be happy at any place, 
and if there is a man in the regiment who 
likes Cuba I expect it is Captain Carter. 
He rides all day and knows every bypath 
for miles around. 

“T own a little Cuban horse. Few know 
that there is what is known as a Cuban 
horse. He is a small animal, about like 
our mustangs, and is about as strong as 
anything in the animal line that can te 
found, unless it is the Cuban donkey. Cu- 
bas. sell these horses to each other for 
various prices between $12 and $25, but to 
Americans the price varies from $50 to $100, 
according to how good a trader the Ameri- 
can is. 

“Cubans regard Americans as their le- 
gitimate prey. They think we have al! the 
money we can stand up under and conse- 
quently we pay three or four prices for 
everything, whether we buy luxuries or 
necessities. Cubans work for almost any 
price, however, and this counteracts the 
high prices we pay for things. I have had 
a Cuban boy working for me for some 
time. 

“He keeps things as neat as a pin in 
my tent, cleans my shoes and clothes, at- 
tends to my horse, giving him a 
swim every day. For this I give 
him $2 a month and his board. Other Cu- 
bans are helping around the camp, cutting 
wood and waiting on the table for what 
they eat themselves and fer what they 
are allowed to take home to their fami- 
lies. 

“The authorities have about stopped sup- 
plying the poor with provisions now, and 
it is partially on chis account that labor 
is cheap. A number of sugar refineries 
have commenced operating and all Cubans 
who desire to do so may work. Some of 
them, however, would rather remain around 
the camp and we are willing to let them 
stay. 

“The regiment is fed very well. The Cu- 
ban bread is about as good as ours. It 
is cooked on a palm leaf, upon which the 
dough is placed and then shoved into an 
oven. The streets of Cuban cities are not 
bad. That is, they are not so bad as rep- 
resented. In the business portions of the 
city they are clean, but in the suburbs it 
is no infrequent thing to catch whiffs of 
offensive odors. 

“The streets are all narrow and the side- 
walks are sO narrow that it is impossi»le 
to walk on them with ease, while if two 


persons meet one is obliged to step off | 


the sidewalk to allow the other to pass. 
All Cuban cities have parks, however, and 
they improve the places very much, 

“I am now on a thirty-day sick leave, 
which dates from the time I arrived in 
Atlanta. I have thirty. days to spend here, | 
the two weeks I occupy on the road not 
counting. I expect by the time I reach

HER LECTURE PLEASED 


THOSE WHO HEARD HER 


Social News of the Day---Exhibit 
of Fine Lace and Jewelry 
Soon To Be Held. 


; (irs. Charlotte Perkins Stetson lectured 
at the Atlanta Woman's Club last night 
to the largest and most enthusiastic audi- 
ence ever assembled there. The subject of 


‘her lecture was the “Two Changes,” rela- 
tive to woman and society. Before appear- 


dng at the club she was known as the au- 


Changes,”’

there explained how the digestion of the 


thor, lecturer and humanitarian; before she 
left she impressed herself upon every man 
and woman who heard her as being a wo- 
man who believed and was seeking to con- 


_ vey her: belief of what was highest and 


and noblest in human life and the surest 
means of acquiring that knowledge. 

Mrs. Stetson does not strive to produce 
emotional effect by her flights of eloquence 
but brings her audience in unconscious and 
deep sympathy with her, by her earnestness 
and sincerity. 

Gradually she gains possession of them 
by her simple expression of powerful 
theughts until finally her audience is spell 
bound. Inspired by their rapt attention 
she appears to grow more enthused in her 
subject, and to impart it to her hearers 
with that suppressed vigor, that impresses 
one, not that she is expresses studied 
thoughts, but that as she speaks, she 
brings a message that is being revealed to 
her at the very moment as a sacred trust 
that must be guarded by her as the medium 
of its conveyance. 

“She proclaims the truth as she sees the 
truth, without apology,’”’ a critic has said 
of her, and there were none who hheard Mrs. 
Stetson last night who could fail to ap- 
preciate the verity of the statement. 

In her lecture, in her meetings or in the 
General expression of her views there are 
those who do not believe with Mrs. Stet- 
Bon, but th*re can be none who, hearing 
her speak, could doubt that «she were 
not only earnest, strong and honest, in her 
acceptance of that truth pertaining to wo- 
men, which she discusses and writes of, but 
that her very being was absorbed by the 
force of her convictions. 

There is no doubt that in her radical 
views of the status and relations of wo- 
man to society, she presents the most “‘ud- 
vanced”’’ of the “‘advanced type’ of wo- 
man, contending as she does for the abso- 
ute economic independence of woman. 

She does not mitigate the force of her 
subject and its just treatment by seeking 
to conciliate those whom she realizes are 
opposed to her, nor is the expression of 
her views tempered by the influences of so- 
called conservatism, but she talks accord- 
ing to what she has said herself—‘‘It is not 
sufficient to tell the truth, but to so tell 
it that will be perfectly apprehended.” : 

Mrs. Pattillo, president of the club, in- 

troduced “Mrs. Stetson fm a graceful) and 
appropriate speech. 
_ The latter, from thé moment she spoke, | 
made comrades as well as listeners of her 
audience in the fmendly, easy manner in 
which she opened her discourse by stating 
that she had been asked to do her ‘very 
worst,”’ in presenting her most radical 
views, “To do this, I must tell you,” she 
said, “of the very best things I know in 
the world. If they are too radical, I can- 
not help it.” 

Leading up to her subject, 
she referred to the great 
changes that had come into the world 
since the days of primitive barbarism—the 
changes of religion, of science, of govern- 
ment, of climate, but above all and most 
destructive of changes, that of the position 
of women. She explained the relation of 
these changes to the growth of humanity 
to the progress from savagery to civiliza- 
tion, and brought out the sources of these 
changes in the union, and coming tcegether 
of men in organized forces, and the results 
of this in the broadening of the human 
soul from the individual to the race, de- 
veloping a spirit of peace, honor and good 
fellowship. She explained how economic 
laws govern everything on earth, and then 
recurred to woman in her relations in the 
period of primitive barbarism, her original 
position of matrimony. She spoke of how, 
out of love of mother for child, industry 
grew, the instinct of woman to work be- 
ing one essentially feminine, and one which 
Was transmitted through woman out of the 
home into the world, for woman she de- 
claréd is the “initial administrator, man 
the final executer.”’ 

All the industries, eave two, were thus 
taken into the world and developed by man 
—housekeeping and matrimony—and to the 
maintenance of these woman: was relegated 
to the home. In short, Mrs. Stetson stated, 
two avocations or industries were left to 
women, which they were to know and de- 

velop through love and instinct, and which 
work was to be carried on in the home. In 
reality, the man in the shop working all 
day came home at night, but woman was 
in ber shop all day and all night. These 
conditions, she declared, made the progress 
of the world possible by the outside work 
of man, and transmitted to women by he- 
redity. 

But as every industry develops itself out 
of the home, and women subject to the laws 
of nature and evolution, are moving on, 
they can no  i1onger remain un- 
ager the limitations of primitive conditions, 
but are changing and are coming out into 
the world and as rational beings taking 
their part in the great work of human 
progress. 
- They are coming out to develop their 
industries, to acquire approved methods in 
the keeping of the home and in the raising 
of children, “for, I shall dare even to en- 
croach upon the sanctity of home,” said 
Mra. Stetson, “when I state that even 
mothers are capable of improvement, for 
mothers are human, and some mothers 
might learn something from other moth- 
erg, if they were allowed to leave the sanc- 
tity of the home long enough to discuss the 
matter. We have not developed our work, 
Wwe have not learned from each other.”

She made 2 
strong plea for-a mere enlightened mother- 
hood, since the uplifting and the better- 
ment of the human race depended upon 
the mother. In. her hands is the life and 
death of the human race, and to unen- 
lightened motherHood she attributed the 
death rate of the 5 per cent of children 


tidividual and becoming. Her throat rises 
unfettered by stock or collar, and a quaint 
white kerchief is a setting at once fitting 
and distinguished.

“I intend to make a tour of the world. 
From Atlanta I go to New York, then on 
a lecture trip across the continent to San 
Francisco. From there to Australia. I ex- 


pect to speak in every English-speaking. 


country. Having but one language—though 
plenty of that—I am prevented from lec- 
turing in the others. From Australia I 
shall go to Japan; then across for the 
exposition in Paris, where I expect to 
spend some time.” 

Mrs. Stetson prefers to be judged by 
her book, “‘Woman and Economics,’’ rather 
than by her poems. 

“I am not an admirer of my own poetry. 
I do not care to learn it to remember, as

MRS. STETSON 


Mrs. Stetson greets one with a warm, 
generous grasp of the hand which is so 
rare among women. She makes a distinct 
impression, as strong individualities always 
do. One is at once struck with the fineness 
of expression and the constant play of keen 
intelligence, her entire bearing being that 
of one well in command of all of her facul- 
ties. 

Mrs. Stetson looks exactly like her pic- 
tures. Yet it is somehow a distinct sur- 
prise in meeting & woman of such celebrity 
~and “‘advanced,” too—to find her so pleas- 
ing to look upon. 

Although the very newest of nhéw women 
in thought and speech, she is essentially 
womanly.

"One of her hearers deprecated her mod- 


esty. 

“Oh, no, it is not that,” she replied. 
‘‘There is thought in it. I don’t deny that. 
But I do regard my verses as art. But the 
versified form is suited to some kinds of 
thought, less formal and more popular.” 

Students of her.work can appreciate 
Mrs. Stetson’s own estimate, and they 
measure her by her equally vigorous, but 
more profound, ‘““‘Woman and Economics,” 
of which she says: 

‘Its sale has been very eatisfactory. I 
have known of but one unfavorable criti- 
¢cism.”’ 

Of the growth of women—through siuffer- 
ing, as it sometimes is—Mrs,. Stetson says: 

“My motto is ‘Anything is better than 
nothing.” Any experience, good or had, 
painful or pleasant, leaves one a richer, 
broader, fuller being, larger in human ex- 
perience, and for that reason all experience 
is good and beneficial.”

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HAD TO POSTPONE 
COTTON MEETING 


Some of the Officials Interested Could 
Not Get Here Yesterday. 


IN PROCESS OF ADJUSTMENT 


Vice President Finley Says That the 
Rates Will Probably Be Restored. 


ARE RECOVERING FROM THE BLIZZARD 


The Roais Are Now Handling Some 
of the Business Which Was De- 
layed by the Storm. 


The expected conference of raijway of- 
ficials did not occur yesterday. This was 
because some of them could not get here. 
Mr. W. W. Finley, second vice president of 
the Southern, and Mr. J. M. Culp, traffic 
manager, spent the day here and ieft in 
the afternoon for New Orleans. 

Speaking of the cotton situation, Mr. 
Finley remarked that it was in process of 
adjustment. He seemed to think that the 
rates would be adjusted. As the represen- 
tatives of the other lines interested did not 
come, nothing was done about the cotton 
rates. However, the matter will be taken 
up at a conference to be held at an early 
date. 

Mr. Finley said that he would probabiy 


pass through Atlanta on Sunday on his way 
back to Washington. He has been away 


from his office for three weeks, going over |, 


the system and attending meetings in dif- 
ferent parts of the country. He was in 
New Orleans during the blizzard last week. 
The storm was severe on the Southern, but 
the vice president states that business is 
moving rapidly now, and. earnings are 
picking up again. The Southern has han- 
dled an enormous volume of business dur- 
ing the past seven months, 

The Southern has had a large share in 
the movement of soldiers, and has carried 
thousands of the mustered-out soldiers 
back to their homes. While standing in the 
passenger station watching the incoming 
vestibule from the north, Mr. Finley re- 
marked that the station employees at 
Washington say that the Southern’s lim- 
ited carries more people out of the city 
than any other train which leaves that 
city. It is a fast and handsomely equipped 
train, and the dining car service makes it 
very popular with travelers. 

Mr. Finley keeps thoroughly posted on 
everything going on in the south. He 
spoke of the new flouring mill recently 
started in Atlanta, and spoke of the city’s 
constant growth. ! 

Mr, Culp was asked about the rate cit- 
uation in the country generally, and he 
said that rates are being maintained better 
than they had been in years. In the north 
the roads have been maintaining rates since 
the first of this year better than at any pre-

Are Injured. 

There has arisen conflicting reports about 
the effect of the ree¢@nt cold spell upon 
Florida’s orange groves. Advices from that 
state, and travelers come from there, say, 
some of them, that no damage was done 
to speak of; and others assert that every 

grove on the peninsular was ruined. 

In a letter received from BE. Waldron, 
of Atlanta, written from Palatka, it is 
declared that the true extent of the dam- 
age is unknown. 

And this arsertion is borne out by an- 
other Atlantian, who returned from Talla- 
hassee yesterday morning. Last Saturday 
evening the talked with Commissioner of 
Agriculture Wombwell and was told by 
the commissioner that as yet it was impos- 
sible to estimate how great was the havoc 
wrought. Colonel Wombwell, however, 
was inclined to think that it had been wide- 
spread. 

. Mr. Waldron’s letter on the subject is, in 
part, as follows: 

“From close observation and inquiry dur- 
ing the past few days, comprising nearly 
the whole orange belt north of Sanford 
an@ Ocala, and from growers who have 
had years of experience, I would say the 
true situation is, that the actual extent of 
damage is unknown and will not be known 
for some ten days. While the cold was ex-

“Growers are now waiting to see how far 
up the main branches the ne growth will 
appear, or if any new growth at all.

Governor Gives Wilkes County Alleged 
Murderers New Lease on Life. 


PETITIONED SUPREME COURT 


The Hearing There Cannot Be Had Be- 
fore the 6th of Next Month. 


WERE TO HAVE BEEN HANGED FEBRUARY 24 


| Sheriff of Wilkes Takes His Prisoners 


to Augusta for Safe Keeping. 
Violence Was Feared. 


A respite of thirty days. was yesterday 
¢ranted by Governor Candler to Perry and 
Taylor, the two Wilkes county negroes con- 
victed of the murder of Convict Guard Den- 
nard in that county on January &th. 

Judge Seaborn Wright, Lefore whom the 
case was heard, refused to sign the bill 
of exceptions presented by Attorney Hol- 
den in behalf of the two convicted ne- 
Kroes, and as a last resort a petition for 
mandamus nis! was presented in the su- 
preme court. 

The sentence of the court was that the 


| two negroes should be hanged in Wilkes 


county on Friday, February 24th. but on 
account of the adjournment of the supreme 
court and the fact ‘that the petition for 
mandamus nisi could not be heard Lefore 
March 6th, the date set for the next ses- 


sion of the supreme court, Governor Cand- | 


ler yesterday decided to resvite the con- 
demned men for a period of thirty days. 


The News in Washington. 

The following spectal to The Constitution 
from Washincton. Ga., last night tells how 
the news of the respite was received there: 

Washington, Ga., February 21.—(Spectal.) 
The negroes Perry and Tavlor, who were 
to have been hanged here Friday, Fébruacy 
24th, were today respited for thirty davs 
by Governor Candler, the sheriff of Wilkes 
county receiving the following telegram 
about noon today: 

“John W. Calloway, Sheriff, Washine- 
ten, Ga.In order that they may be heard 
in the. supreme court, I have respited Perry 
and Taylor for one month. TI look to you to 
protect them from violence, even if you 
have to carry them to Augusta or some 
other safe jail. This you have a right to 
do. Act cautiously and quietly. 

“A. D. CANDLER, Governor.” 

The aLove telegram came like a thunder 
Clap from a clear sky, as Mr. B. S. Irvin 
and Judge §. H. Hardeman, who defended 
the negroes on trial, had retired from the 
caSe, and it was supposed that Mr. Horace 
Holden, of Crawfordville, Ga., who was 
one of the attorneys for the defense, had 
also retired from the case. It is not known 
who wag instrumental in carrying the case 
to the supreme court. 

Sheriff Calloway left on the train for Au- 
gusta this afternoon at 4 o’clock with his 
prisoners, as there had been considerable 
talk of violence should the prisoners secure 
a new trial. He thought it best to take 
them to Augusta, where they would be 
perfectly safe. 

It was only the wise counsel of cool 
heads that prevented a lynching at the 
time the crime was committed. 

Mr, Jep Dénnard’s many friends secured 
a special session of Wilkes superior court 
at which the negroes were convicted and 
sentenced to be hanged on the date above 
mentioned.
